2. QUOTE: MY DEAR HENRY. I THANK YOU VERY MUCH FOR YOUR 
LETTER OF FEBRUARY 27TH, WHICH I RECEIVED THROUGH AMBASSA- 
DOR CRIMMINS. 

3. I AM LIKEWISE CONVINCED THAT THE MEXICO MEETING WAS 
EXTREMELY REWARDING, NOT ONLY BECAUSE OF THE IMPORTANCE OF 
THE VARIOUS MATTERS AND PROBLEMS THEREIN DEBATED IN A FRANK 
AND OPEN MANNER, BUT, AND FOREMOST, BECAUSE WE HAVE INAUGU- 
RATED A NEW AND HIGHLY PROMISING WAY TO DEBATE PROBLEMS 
WHICH HAVE A COMMON BEARING TO ALL COUNTRIES OF THE HEMIS- 
PHERE. THE CONFERENCE OF TLATELOLCO IS, I AM POSITIVE, A 
SIGNIFICANT MILESTONE IN THE RELATIONS AMONG THE NATIONS 

OF THE CONTINENT AND IT IS ONLY FAIR AND JUST TO RECOGNIZE 
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THAT ALL THIS IS LARGELY DUE TO THE LUCIDITY, UNDERSTANDING 
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AND SPIRIT OF COLLABORATION REVEALED BY SECRETARY OF STATE 
HENRY A. KISSINGER IN PLACING UNITED STATESLATIN AMERICA 
RELATIONS WITHIN A MODERN CONCEPTION OF GLOBAL DIPLOMACY. 

IT IS NOW INDISPENSABLE THAT THE NEW DIALOGUE INITIATED IN 

MEXICO CITY WILL KEEP ITS MOMENTUM AND WILL EVEN BE EXPANDED 
AND INTENSIFIED IN THE COMING GATHERINGS, STARTING WITH 
THE MEETING IN ATLANTA, GEORGIA, NEXT APRIL, WHICH WILL

PERSONALLY, I CANNOT CONCEAL FROM YOU THE SATISFACTION I 
EXPERIENCED IN SEEING THE MATURING, BETWEEN OURSELVES, OF 
A STRONG FEELING OF FRIENDSHIP AND MUTUAL CONFIDENCE. 

BELIEVE ME, I ATTACH THE HIGHEST SIGNIFICANCE TO THIS 
PERSONAL RELATIONSHIP. 

5. AS YOU CERTAINLY KNOW, I SHALL LEAVE MY PRESENT 
FUNCTIONS OF MINISTER FOR EXTERNAL RELATIONS ON MARCH 15TH. 

I WISH THEREFORE TO AVAIL MYSELF OF THIS OPPORTUNITY TO 
RENEW MY SINCERE APPRECIATION FOR THE LOYAL AND FRIENDLY 
COLLABORATION I ALWAYS RECEIVED FROM YOU AND TO EXPRESS 
MY WARMEST AND EARNEST WISHES FOR YOUR PERSONAL HAPPINESS 
AND THE CONTINUED SUCCESS OF YOUR PUBLIC LIFE, ALREADY 
CROWNED WITH YOUR UNFAILING EFFORTS TOWARDS A TRUE AND
